me Officers Salaries. For Land, it is already charged 
hk Seventy thouſand Pound per Aenſem, Which by a

tolerable Calculate is a Twentieth part of the clear yearly 
Revenue of the Kingdom ; concurring to this I s. per /. 
upon all Land, there is another Twentieth part ; and the 
like upon perſonal Eſtates: So that he who hath 600 }. a 
Year muſt allow a Hundred for meer Taxes. Were this 
all, ir were ſnpportable ; but che Country-man muſt pay. 
his Rent out of Wool}, Corn, and Cattle ; Wooll which 
gave 81. a Stone, will not now give 4. Corn and Cattle 
ſell at the ſame Rate proportionably ; then the Farmer 
can pay but half Rent : So here 600 /. is reduced ro 250. 
And I believe many would be glad to have well payed 
them 2501. neat Money, for 600. a Year Land. 
Another Conſideration no leſs melancholy than this ts, 
our Trade gone ; this needs no Proof, every Man doth 
both ſee and feel ir ; and no Trade no Sea-men, no Sea- 
en, no Navy, no Navy no Wooden Walls ; and then our 


the Continent. And ſure it is worth a Thought think, ; 


Whar muſt become of all thoſe Sea-men, Dray-men, Por- 
ters, and Forty other ſort of Mechanick Trades, whoſe 
Livelihood and Subfiſtance depended upon Trade : They 


muſt and will live, and Maſianello like will take it without 


diſtinction from thoſe that have it. | 

Nor can any reaſonable Man imagine, that a King 
turd out of Three Kingdoms will leave any Stone un. 
turd for his Reſtauration, but will rather come with, 
Force as a Conqueror than not at all. And the thing will 
not look difficult to him that dofh but confider how the 
Diſcontents increaſe in England; and as their Neceſſities 
grow, ſo will their Hatred ro the Government, and ac- 


-Celerate their diſpair of ever ſeeing either Peace, or 


Plenty, withour ſeeing their lawful King ſeated upon his 
Throne. Freſh and great Supplies are now preſs'd for, 
and that ſpeedily ; which though granted, can never be 
raiſed ; fot no Revenue can ſtand long when Money does 
not circulate : And it's now obvious ro Men of the mean- 
eſt capacity, that the Kingdom of great Britain can neves 
be happy, until they ſee his Majeſty in 1hite-ball. 

Now, my Lord, I beg for your own ſake, the fake of 
your Country, and all that can be called Good, Pious 
and Juſt, ro confider theſe weak Notions I bave offered to 
you, and improve them by that excellent Wir, eloquent 
Tongue, and diſcerning Judgment, Gifts given you from 
Heaven ; and if not employed to this good End, expeCt a 
Judgment for miſapplying ſuch Faculties. But boldly 
communicate your Thoughts both to Lords and Commons, 
that as they tender the happineſs of Themſelves, or Poſte- 


rity, they reſtore his Majeſty, who will deny nothing for  *; 


their Good, and confiltent wich his own Security.
